Sir: 

By a separate paper filed concurrently herewith, we are responding to a Notification 
of Missing Requirements by submitting, among other papers, a declaration signed by one of 
the inventors. Since the other inventor has over an extended period of time failed or refused 
to execute the declaration, we are filing this petition under Rule 47. 

Rule 47(a) provides that, if a joint inventor refuses to join , in an application for patent 
or cannot be found or reached after diligent effort, the application may be made by the other 
inventor on behalf of himself or herself and the nonsigning inventor. The oath or declaration 
in such an application must be accompanied by a petition including proof of the pertinent 
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facts, the fee set forth in § 1 . 1 7(h), and the last known address of the nonsigning inventor. 

We are accordingly submitting herewith, in addition to the other papers referred to 
above, proof of the pertinent facts, the last known address of the nonsigning inventor, and the 
petition fee. 

The nonsigning inventor is Flemming Moller Larsen. Mr. Moller Larsen is, however, 
an inventor in Danish application No. PA 2002 01745, of which the present application 
claims priority, and on November 20, 2002, executed an assignment of that application in 
favor of LM Glasfiber A/S, having a post office address at Rolles Mollevej 1, DK-6640 
Lunderskov, Denmark. The assignee was at that time an employer of Mr. Moller Larsen. 

The assignment, a copy of which is submitted herewith as Exhibit A, and which is 
being recorded in the USPTO by separate papers filed concurrently herewith, assigns "the 
entire right, title and interest in and to said Danish patent application and in and to said 
invention for all countries of the world; including allpriorityTights under the International 
Convention for the protection of Industrial Property associated with said Danish patent 
application and the entire exclusive right to any and all Letters Patent or the like which may 
be granted anywhere on said invention." 

Clearly, Mr. Moller Larsen has an obligation to execute the declaration submitted 
with the Notification of Missing Requirements. 

However, Mr. Moller Larsen is no longer employed by the assignee, and attempts to 
obtain his cooperation have been fruitless. We are advised by letter of October 1 8, 2004, 
from a patent firm representing the assignee in Europe that Mr. Moller Larsen "refuses to 
sign any documents" and by letter of May 1 1 , 2005, just one day before the filing of the US 
application, that the same firm had received "no reaction" to a subsequent request that Mr. 
Moller Larsen execute the declaration and assignment. 

In addition, we are submitting herewith as Exhibit B a copy of a memorandum of May 
13, 2005, by Soren Hoffer, Corporate Lawyer for the assignee, reporting that he was unable 
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to get in touch with Mr. Moller Larsen despite correspondence and several phone calls. Mr. 
Hoffer concludes: "...I must therefore acknowledge and declare that we most likely will not 
be able to get the requested signatures from Flemming Moller Larsen."
